COMMUNICATION 


To the Editor: 


Andover Post, No. 2128, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, is greatly dis- 
turbed over the dilatory attitude 
of Congress over the passage of 
certain bills that are needed for 
the proper care of veterans of 
World War II and their depend- 
ents. 


At the present time, there is a 
controversy over Committee jur- 
isdiction, and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars are supporting the 
Honorable John E. Rankin, Chair- 
man of the World War Veterans’ 
Legislation Committee. He is gtriy- 
ing to obtain House approval of H. 
Res, 29, which would insure juris- 
diction over World War II yveter- 
ans’ legislation in his committee. 
Two former National Command- 
ers of the Veterans of Loreign 
Wars, Van Zandt and Pat Kearney, 
are members of this committee. 

Until this dispute is settled, bills 
affecting World War II Veterans, 
as. well as World War I, are being 
referred to either the Committee 
on World War Veterans’ Legisla- 
tion or the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions, or the Committee on 
Ways and Means, or all three, and 
this conflict of jurisdiction hind- 


ers the progress of some bills, and; 


at times produces a stalemate. 

Existing laws, originally enacted 
to benefit veterans of World War 
I must be amended to cover yet- 
erans of World War II. The World 
War Veterans’ Committee either 
initiated, fostered, or guided to 
passage most of the laws pertain- 
ing to World War I veterans, and 
if these laws, in addition to other 
urgently needed ones, are to be 
applied ifitelligently to World War 
II veterans, that committee is the 
logical one to have jurisdiction 
over pending and future bills re- 
lating to benefits for veterans of 
both wars. 

The House Committee on Rules, 
to which H. Res. 29 was referred 
on January 6, 1943, has failed to 
report the resolution so that it 
could be brought up on the floor 
of the House for debate and vote, 
and when it became evident that 
the Rules Committee would con- 
tinue to “stall” and delay, Chair 
nyan Rankin filed Petition No. 8 to 
discharge the Committee on Rules 
from further consideration of H. 
Res. 29, so that the resolution may 
be voted on by the House. Two 
hundred and eighteen signatures of 
Congressmen are necessary to get 
the job done. 

Existing veteran organizations 
long ago knew that it was up (0 
them to initiate and sponsor legis- 
lation for ‘the protection of, or 
beneficial to, the members of the 
Armed Forces and veterans and 
their dependents of the current 
war, and long before Pearl Hasbor, 
were working faithfully and dili- 
gently in that direction, That they 
have been eminently successful is 
evidenced by the large number of 
laws relating to hospitalization, 
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domiciliary care, burial, insurance, 
rates of pay, family allowances, 
pensions or compensation for dis- 
ability, vocational training, civil 
rights, etc., of disabled World War 
II veterans and their dependents 
and of the members of the Armed 
Forces, enacted by the 77th and 
78th Congresses. The United States 
forces employed in this war can 
bet their last dollar, franc, or shill- 
ing, that we shall everlastingly 
continue to fight for the rights and 
benefits which we veterans of pre- 
vious wars know by experience are 

due them and their dependents. 
Every family with a man or wo- 
man in service can be of definite 
service to itself and to members 
of the Armed Forces and disabled 
veterans of this war by writing to 
its Congressman (not Senators) 
and expressing its interest in H. 
Res. 29 and Petition No. 8, and ask- 
ing them to sign the petition and 
support the resolution. Your lo- 
cal Congresswoman is the Honor- 

able Edith Nourse Rogers.

Fire

A violent thunderstorm had 
hardly begun, early last night 


bringing the town its first relief 
from the oppressive heat in more 
than a week, when two fire alarms 
were sounded in quick succession 
at opposite ends of the town. 

Both fires would have been dis- 
tinctly unusual because of circum- 
stances connected with them even 
besides the queer coincidence that 
both were touched off almost si- 
multaneously by bolts of light- 
ning. Fire damage had been present 
all week to a high degree because 
of the intense heat and the long 
period without rain. 

The first fire started shortly 
after 6:35 in a small shed near the 
home of Walter Gailey, Sr., on 
Woodland road, Stored in the shed 
at the time were 40 gallons of 
gasoline, in seven 5-gallon cans 
and five l-gallon jugs. One can 
caught fire when lightning struck 
the top of the shed and leaned 
down a wire leading inside. Ex- 
cept for exceptionally prompt ac- 
tion, a serious conflagration or ex- 


plosion might have resulted. How- 
ever, only one can had taken fire 
a container of foamite, and 
the building itself was thoroughly 
soaked with a _ booster pump to 
prevent further damage. The total 
loss was negligible, but Lieut. P, 
W. Deady of the State Fire Mar- 
shal’s office was called in because 
of the attendant circumstances. 

The second fire, by far the most 
spectacular, was also caused by 
lightning, and the alarm was given 
hardly ten minutes after the first 
blaze had been discovered at the 
other end of town. A large barn, 
perhaps 30 x 50 feet, belonging to 
Marcel Marique and situated off 
Mt. Vernon street, near the Law- 
rence line, became an _ inferno 
shortly after the bolt struck. 

The lower floor of the barn was 
used as a stable, and there were 
one pig and ten or more cows in it 
at the time. The pig was killed 
instantly by the blast, but the lo- 
cal firemen answering the alarm 
were able to lead out all the cows 
to safety. 

After the lightning had hit the 
lower part of the barn, it spread 
gradually to the piles of hay; in 
the barn, at the time, were about 
one ton of grain and 30 of hay, the 
best part of the season’s cutting. 

The Lawrence fire department 
was closest to the fire and was 
summoned first. Four pumpers 
and one ladder responded from the 
Lawrence department, and 1,300 
feet of hose were laid. The local 
department was called, and used 1 
and % inch hose, tying in on the 
Lawrence lines. Engine 2 had 
meanwhile been called from Bal- 
lardvale to fill in at the Central 
station. 

When the fire began to catch on 
a house nearby, the flames were 
safely put out by Engine 3’s boost- 
er line. The barn, however, was a 
total loss. The building itself was 
worth from $5- to $6,000, and, with 
the grain in it, the total loss will 
amount to about $10,000 in the 
opinion of Chief C. Edward Bu- 
chan. 

The Andover engines did not re- 
turn from the blaze until 9:50, just 
three hours after the first alarm. 
The smoke from the blaze was vis- 
ible at least two miles away, 
though the evening was clear and 
bright.

COMMUNICATION 


To the Editor: 

The town moth spraying machine 
was around lately. It looks like a 
good, efficient machine for which 
the town doubtless paid good 
money. Why not get all the good 
we can out of it? 

Specifically, why not use it to 
kill poison ivy along the roadsides 
and on such private estates as it 
may be invited into? Everybody 
knows that poison ivy is not killed 
or made less healthy by cutting it 
down with a bush scythe. Uncle 
Sam’s recipe for killing poison ivy, 
given in an easily obtained Depart- 
ment of Agriculture bulletin, is to 
spray the leaves with salted soap 
suds. Spray as soon as the leaves 
are of full size, If the leaves come 
out again, as in the first season 
they probably will, spray again as 
soon as they are full size. Next 
year you can expect to have much 
less to spray, if any. 

A rose nozzle to give a fine spray 
would be used instead of the power- 
ful stream for the tree-tops. No 
doubt some of the things growing 
among the ivy would be killed 
along with the ivy, but there is 
very little growing among the 
poison ivy that is so precious that 
we could not afford to lose it for 
the sake of losing the ivy. Some- 
thing would rapidly take the ivy’s 
place, and if we had any choice 
what the something should be, we 
could sprinkle seeds. Some low 
plants would not be killed; I think 
grass would not; tree roots cer- 
tainly would not be hurt. 

If the tree warden has not au- 
thority to use the machine to kill 
poison ivy, he had better be given 
the authority at the next town 
meeting. It is economy, when you 
have bought a machine, to make it 
do all the work it is good for.

kitchen downstairs and in the rear 
of the Free church parish house. 
Signs have been posted near the 
church pointing to the entrance 
to the center. A small office off 
the kitchen is also used by the 
personnel in charge. 

Beans and beets were the maim 
items preserved Monday, with wax 
beans, green beans and peas pre- 
dominating Tuesday and green 
beans yesterday. Some idea of the 
work capacity of the center can be 
gained from the fact that three- 
four gallon boilers are on the fire 
practically all through the nine- 
hour working day. 

From start to finish, the can- 
hing operations are “streamlined” 
and smooth running, On entering 
and registering gt the center, a 
woman is given a?series of metal 
tags bearing a number. Records 
are kept of the names and num- 
bers, and the tags, affixed to the 
jars all through the canning pro- 
cess, insure that there will be no 
uncertainty as to who owns each 
bateh produced. 


To further avoid confusion, the 
staff has asked that people intend- 
ing to can produce at the center 
do so after gviing ;at least 48 
hours notice. They should bring in 
their produce at 9:00, and no later 
than 10:00, on the day it is to be 
put up; otherwise, the process 
cannot be completed before the 
center stops. operations for the day 
at 5:00. 

Despite Monday morning’s heat, 
about ten workers were on hand 
to begin work, and a like number 
appeared Tuesday morning. Popu- 
lar response in the afternoons has 
also been good. At present, enough 
workers are enlisted for Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday mornings, 
but several are needed for the 
afternoons of those days and all 
day Friday. Those who would like 
to help may telephone the center 
directly during the day. The num- 
ber is 372. 

Those patronizing the center are 
about equally divided between 
those canning their own produce 
and those canning goods for people 
who are unable to work at the cen- 
ter themselves, A few have come to 
ask questions on difficult points in 
canning they plan to do in their 
own homes. 

The parish house kitchen is 
fully equipped for the fpreserving 
operations, with stoves, sinks, 
tables and the canning equipment 
itself. A few extra jars are kept on 
hand for those who miscalculate 
their needs, but center patrons 
are urged to bring an ample sup- 
ply, as jars are difficult to get this 
year, 

New screens are being put in the 
windows, and two large open doors 
make the center as comfortable as 
might be expected in this week’s 
sultry weather. Mrs. Graham has 
lent a large electric fan to the kit- 
chen to increase 
the workers. 

The center expects to remain 
busy throughout the summer, as 
different fruits and vegetables will
